te and on the Conditions therein ſpecified, to

© Wherefore his Majeſty has thought fit to de-

Tux Proteſtants in France had generally flat- 
_ tered themſelves that the Peace would have 
_ abated the Severity of their Perſecutors, and 
have procured them a ſort of Liberty of Conſci- 
_ ence, but it ſeems they had forgot the Spi- 
'rit of the Jeſuits, and the Intereſt which they 
have ar the Court of France: There is ſo little 
Hopes of anything of this Nature, that the On- 
DINANCE which have herewith ſent you, which 
us © enjoins the Judges of the Kingdom to Form a | 
e Proceſs agaeuſt all who have tranſgreſſed any for- 
e mer Declarations, opens a Door to the Inqui= 
ftion, and doubles the Rage of ' Perſecution : 
This cauſes dreadful Alarms to all thoſe who 
are called New Converts, and puts them under 
the unhappy Neceſſity of diſobeying God or the 
King, who arrogates to himſelf the Rights of 
God by a Sacrilegious Attempt, for if any of 
his Subjects Endeavours to withdraw himſelf 
from the Practice of Idolatry by making an Eſ- 
cape to ſerve God according to the Dictates of 
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Bis Conſcience: He calls this a criminal Diſobedi- 
ence of his Orders, and puniſhes them as Rebels 
with the moſt rigorous Puniſhmens. 6 


Ir is ſometime ſince, as you well know, that 
the King made it a Point of Honour and Conſci- 


ence to bring over his Subjects to his Religion, 


and @ Point of Intereſt and Policy to keep them 
in his Kingdom, but he has had but indifferent 
Bucceſs in both his Projects hitherto : The firft 


has only made Hypocrites or Martyrs, for there 


are very few who'have out of Conſcience com 
plied with the Abſurdities, and ridiculous 

_ Superſtitions of the Church of Rome. They have 
indeed ſwallowed down the Hoſt, but they 


have not been able to digeſt the Doctrine f 
Tranſubſtantiation. This appears from the Or- . 
DINANCE Which I have ſent you, which declares 


that they are not convinced of the Errors of the 
2 Pretendel Reformed Religion, and forbids the 
© Refugees to return into France for fear they 
c ſhould Foment and Encourage the bad Diſpoſiti- 
© ons of their Relations and Friends, and even 


engage them to go back with them into Foreign 
cc Countries Tis alſo to prevent their leaving. 
their Country, that the ſame Ok DIN Ax cx forbids 
them to © be tranſported by Sea from one Province 


to another, without Licenſe from the King. 


Ir is very ſtrange that ſuch Difficulties 


ſhould be laid upon ſuch as have made Profeſſion 


of the Rami(h Religion, for 28 Years. Nor has the 


French King had better Succeſs in his other de- 
ſign, viz. that of hindring his Subjects from going 
out of his Kingdom. For notwithſtanding all his 
Precautions, the Rigour of his Prohihitions,

Ir the French King ſhews ſo little Regard to 

his Neighbours, as thus to diſpoſe of the 
Lives of their Subjects, we are not to wonder 
that he ſhould have no Reſpect to the Naru RA- 
LIZATIONS Which the Proteſtant Princes have been 
pleaſed to grant to the Poor Rzrvucets, and 
that he ſhould pretend even ſtill to make them 
undergo the Severity of his Arbitrary Editts. 


Bor upon what Pretence can this Severity be 
_ exerciſed upon the Children of the RxruGets born 
out of the Kingdom, Which -he- condemns to 
cc the Gallies, as well as their Parents if they 
dare ſet their Feet on French Ground, and 
who can tell to how many Generations, here- 
after may be extended? This is not only a

I be- 
lieve don maß o and come and Trade in all the 
neighbouring Kingdoms ſafely and freely with- 


dut any rts, without Abjuring heir Reli- 


gion, and without fear of being thrown into 
Priſon. Why them ſhould not the Children of 
Frencn Rervcrss who are Natural Subjects of 
other Princes, in like manner have the ſame 
Liberty in France? They are in a like Caſe, 
nay, in a more favourable one. Eor their Pa- 
rents cannot be accuſed of Rebellion, nor of ha- 
5 ving taken up Arms. againſt their RITES: 


Tur Oxpmance I am now writing of, is 
candle of many other Remarks ;, and if it 

were diſtinctly examined, we ſtiould find it 

from Beginning to End full of Injuſtice and Se- 
veritj and in ſome places even void of good Senſe, 
as for Example, when it permits Maſters of Veſſels -
